A ND though we, being provok’d by fo many 

groundlefs Calumnies and opprobrious Ir juries, 
naworthily caft by our refractory Subjects on our 
glorious Predeceffors and our auguft Houfe, from 
whofe liberal Munificence their Anceftors and alfo 
they themfelves kad receiv’d fo many accumulated 
Benefits, Lordfhips, Dignities, and Honours, and 
being concern’d to defend our Royal Right given us 
by the Almighty, thall not negle& to employ our 
Arms againft thofe ungrateful Wretches, and 
accordingly fhall take all proper Occafions and 
Means which God and Nature put into our Hands 
to oblige and reduce the perverted Hungarians to a 
better Mind and toa due Fidelity ; to deliver fuch 
of them, who not voluntarily, but (as is fufficieatly 
and certainly known to our Majefty) were induc’d 
by Fear or otherwife to joyn in this abominable Re- 
bellion, from the Tyrannical Yoke of che Traitors ; 
and repelling the Hloftilities of the principal and 
leading Rebels (who being agitated wich Rage and 
Fury, would defperately involve in Ruine with 
themfelves all the Natives of rhe Kingdom, without 
the leaft Reflexion and Regard to the Nation or 
Care for Pofterity,) to reftore to our {aid Kingdom 
its former Quiet and Tranquility ; 

Yer leaf the falfe and facmlegious Calumnies con- 
tain'd in their infamous Libel [ i. e. the Refolutions 
of the Convention at Onod, ] thould make any Im- 
prefion on Forreigners, and efpecially on the more 
remotely Gtuated, who cannot be rightly and truly 
inform’d of thefe things; and left it fhould in any 
Manner be imagin’d to be true,that the faidLibel was 
publifh’d by the Common Confent, as they are not 
afham'd to affirm, of the Hungarians; a Proreft 
and Manifefto have been exprefly drawn up and 
lawfully publith’d in the Names of the forefaid 
Prince Palatine and of the moft cqnfiderable of our 
faithful Hungarians, who by their Offices and Dig- 
nities and by the Splendour of their Families are of 
chief Account, who as States and Orders of the 
Kingdom have a Share with the King in the propo- 
fing and enacting of Laws, who are preferable to a 
mix’d Multitude, and who adhering firmly to their 
due Allegiance, fub{rib’d the fame that they might 
clear themfelves from the Infamy of baving any 
Part with the Traitors: Which faid Proteft and 
Manifefto being humbly exhibited and prefented to 
us, in Oppofition and Contradicton to what the 
adverfe Party had rafhly advanc’d; thorough- 
ly dete@ing the Perfidioufnefs of the Chiefs and 
Leaders of the Rebels ; and evidently demonftrating 
by clear and irrefragable Arguments, plainly found- 
ed on the Laws of the Kingdom, that they wreft to 
& wrong Sence the Laws which they alledge in their 
Own Favour; we judging it convenient that all 
Chriftendom fhould have a true Information of fuch 
heinous Wickednefs, have thought fit to caufe them 
to be fubjoyn’d and annex’d to thefe Prefents; and 
to thew that we do not differ in Opinion from our 
faithful Subjects, do wholly refer our felves and ap- 
peal to thofe Writings ; 

As believing, that all Perfons of Underftanding, 
and free from Prepoffedfion, will on perufing them 
cafily comprehend and judge, not only that our 
Goronation was perform'd in due Manner and Form, 
and with the Unanimous Confent of the People of 
-Tungary ; bat likewife that the Oath taken by Us, 


has been perform'd and made good to the abundant 
Satisfaction of the faichful and beter Sort of the 
Natives; and that our herediuary Succeffion cannot 
on any Account be call’a in Queftion: As alfo, that 
"us falfly ailedg’u, in th. Wie: of Presbourg the 
Vuiecs of the Siares were gaind by Compuition, 
becaufe at the Dime of tbat Wier there was a 
mercus Army of hinperiaiits in che Kingdom, the 
Weltare ot Chuttendom end the careving oa the 
War againtt the Tuiks inevitabiy requiring ic 3 and 
confequentiy that “tis unjoftiy prstended that the 
Proceedings of the faid Diet fhould be abo- 
hih'd : That admitting there were any Force 
in that Argumcnt , it would conclude more 
ftrongiy and jufily tor vacating and annulling 
the Pacifications with Bocska , Bethlem, and Ra- 
gotski, and the Conceiiions made in Confequence 
oi them, together with the jublequen: Diets; as 
being extorec fom the King auu the founder Part 
of the Hung:rians, while che Provinces were over- 
run with the deftrudtive Arms uf the Seditious, and 
of divers Nations and Barbarians; And cheretore 
the Rebels have only furnifh'd that Argument againft 
themfelves, That their paft Actions plainly hew 
they Defign nothing lefs .han to Subyert and detiroy 
at once the ftanding Confticutions of their native 
Country for a whole Century paft ; and to continue 
the Advantages they have gain’d by their Rebeilion, 
by perpetuating with obdurate Contumacy the per- 
nicious Commorions they baverais’d: Laftly, that 
from the exprefs and uncontroverted Laws of the 
Country, both antient and hdodern, ‘tis fufficiently, 
manifeft, that as an Interregnum cannot be while 
the Royal Race exifts, fo the fame cannot be pub- 
lif’d. And that fiom hence it neceffarily follows, 
that ali and fingular the Acts and Proceedings of 
the illegal and abominable Conventicle of Onod, are 
not only void in all Right and Juftice, but ought to 
be deem’d liable to legal Cenfure and Punifhment : 
And that befides, the Chiefs of the Traitors having 
as Affaffins imbrued their murdrous Hands in the 
‘Blood of their fellow-Citizens, and exercis’d odious 
Tyranny, have render’d their Names and Memories 
execrable to all Pofteriry. 

And therefore, by Virtue of thefe Prefents, we 
annul the forefaid Adts, Proceedings, and Refolu- 
tions of the Affembly at Onod, which as is pre- 
mis’d are of themfelves null, void, and of no Force, 
and declare them to be void and invalid ; admitting 
nothing derogatory to our fupreme and indifputable 
Authority and Royal Jurifdi@ion which we receiv'd 
from God. We pronounce and decree, the forefaid 
Leaders and Chiefs of the faid deteftable Rebellion, 
and all that accept and bear Offices under them, to- 
gether wich all their Adberents (unlefs they forth- 
with relinquifh them, and return to their due Faith, 
Submiffion and Obedience to Us their lawful King ; 
otherwife they fhall be held for Rebels, and be 
{abject ro legal Punifhments, as well in their Perfons 
as Eftates, without Remiffion,) to be guilty of thac 
great Crime, to be publick Enemies of their Coun- 
iry, and Traytors to their lawful Soveraign, and 
as {uch to be obnoxious to the forefaid Punifhments: 
in Difcharge of our Royal Authority and of 


Juftice, conformably to the Proteft and Mani- 
fefto of our abovemention’d faithful Lords, Prelates, 


Barons, and Nobles, laudably perfifting in their Fi- 


delity to us, declare that they ought to be reputed 


Men profcrib’d and condemn’d, and that all are free 
in al) Places to fall upon ther’Perfons hoftily, or to 
apprehend them that they may be brought to con- 
dign Punifhment: Their Eftares Goods, moveable 
and immovable, to be all, by whatever Tenure held, 

appropriated, 
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appiopriatéd, by Vicide of che Laws of the King: 

om, to our Royal Treafury ; as nocorioufly conft- 
cated (in Recompence to our faithtul Subjects, in 
acknowledgment of their inviolable Bidclity, and in 
Compeatation for the Damages they have fuffer'd ) 
to be a‘ our Difpofal to weii-deferving Men ; and to 
be immedia.ciy and ipfo facto podisd by thofe 
on whom tuey thall be beitowd. 

-We pertwade our (cif, thar as every Chriftian 
Prince whois anequal Judge of things, and mind- 
ful of bis own Digsicy, will count it a Dithonour 
and Reproach to afford Protection and Sheltez to oar 
refra@tory and cedellious Suje4s, or to countenance
